In the world war for Democracy Is per- 
fectly understandable to every citizen 
of the United States. In the case of 
our other chief Allies, however, there 
are still left some old-fashioned Amer- 
icans, fed on the king-halting school 
histories of a generation ago, who are 
a bit puzzled to find the country of 
George Washington lined up with the 
"king-ridden" nations of Europe. 


But the King of Italy Is not an *d- 


fashloned King at all. 
This view of Victor Emmanuel as a 


royal democrat Is strikingly Interpret- 
ed by Hamilton Holt, editor of The 
Independent, who has Just returned 
from Italy, where he had a most un- 
usual Interview with His Majesty.

He Is 
a man of simple and charming manner 
without pose, who has thrown himself 
heart and soul ijnto the cause of his 
country and Is Svorkihg for It nigh 
and day, as hard as any other person 
In Italy. But.he prefers to stay be- 
•hind the scenes while doing It." 


A Hard-Worklno Monarch. . 


That this unceremonious reception o 


a representative of the American De 
mocracy wa» no pose for theatrical e 
feet is clearly evident from Mr. Holt 
report of what he observed and learn 
eel of the King's dally • routine. 
Th 


Monarch has selected this llttlfl villa 
for his headquarters on account of Its 
location In convenient reach of every 
part of the battle-line. Each morning 
'he rises early, eats a simple breakfast, 
has a light luncheon put up for him, 
gets into his automobile and spends 
the day visiting some point on the 
line, conferring with the officers and 
talking with the soldiers, learning 
their needs first hand and Inspiring 
them by his presence and his counsel. 
At night he studies the plans of battle 
for the following day and never retires 
without sending a letter to his family, 
to whom he is passionately devoted. 


He hns made observations of the 


battlefield from dirigibles and aero- 
planes. At one time in 1915 he climb- 
ed to the snow-covered crest of Rauch- 
koel Mountains when the temperature 
was below zero In order that he might 
congratulate the Alpine troops who 
had just captured several Austrian po- 
sitions.Experience* Under Fire. 


"In the course of our conversation," 


said Mr. Holt, "he gave me a graphic 
description of 'his experience in one 
town near the frontier. The Austrlans 
discovered his presence in the town 
and began bombarding It. The King 
immediately withdrew from the town 
in order that, as he told me, he might 
not unnecessarily imperil the resi- 
dents. What he did not tell me was 
that he departed from the town open- 
ly, for he was evidently much more 
concerned for the safety of the people 
than he was over the peril of his own 
life."He is very much interested In the 
mechanics of warfare. He described 
graphically the barrage drill of the 
Italian troops as he had witnessed It 


"He showed me with great glee a 


German cross from a captured air- 
plane he had framed and hung on the 
wall of his room. He described the 
different designs he had seen painted 
on German planes and was particular- 
ly amused at one which had the design 
of a Teddy Bear." 


His Democratic Traditions. 


The King's ability to play his pres- 


ent role is the result both of his dem* 
cratic inheritance from his Savoy an- 
cestors and his Spartan upbringing. 
He was tutored by a stern, old army 
colonel, who, at the direction of the 
boy's royal father, treated him In ev- 
ery way like the son of a private cltl» 
•/.en. 
He has ever since preferred 


simple, rigorous living. Hunting and 
mountain climbing are among his fa- 
vorite pastimes. 
"What did he have to say abont th« 


political and military situation?" I 
asked. 


"You must remember," Mr. Holt re- 


plied, "that one cannot quote a King 
directly. While we discussed various 
phases of the situation very freely, I

"One hundred million dollars.!" the 


kaiser repeated, and then after a mo- 
ment's reflection, as though he had 
jeen turning over some flg*tes in his 
mind, "No, Davis, it will cost much 
more than that to get Belgium back!" 


It occurred to me that if the kaiser 


really meant what he said on that oc- 
casion, all his talk about "peace with- 
out annexation" was obviously a myth 
and that the only hope of Belgium's 
redemption lay In the military defeat 
of Prussia. Subsequent developments 
amply confirmed that view. 


In the winter of 1916, we were talk- 


ing of the sentiment in America and 
the conversation turned to Von Berns- 
torff. 


"Von Bernstorff has been doing very 


good work, In your country," the tolser 
commented. 
"Well, your majesty," I replied, "it Is 


said In America that if he had not been 
such a clever diplomat he would long 
ago have been compelled to leave." 


"From all I hear," the kaiser said, 


"he hasn't had a very easy time of It. 
The American press as a whole has 
been conspicuously anti-German, al- 
though I understand that one of your 
newspaper publishers has been friend- 
ly to us. Mr. Hearst, for Instance, has 
helped our cause very much In your 
country. He has been telling the truth 
about affairs, which Is more than most 
of the other papers have been doing! 


Just before the king of Greece abdl

It was only a shert 
time afterwards that the king abdicat- 
ed and revealed unmistakably which 
papers had correctly interpreted the 
trend of Grecian politics. 


The kaiser spoke to me many nines 


about the writings of William Bayard 
| Hale. 
"Have you been following Hale's ar- 


ticles?" he inquired. "What he Is 
writing about the war is excellent and 
Is really-the best material published. 
He voices my sentiments exactly, and 
it would be well for every American to 
follow this writer's work." 


I had to confess that there was one 


American at least who was not only 
not following Hale's writings, but had 
never heard of the writer, and the 
kaiser seemed to be somewhat dis- 
pleased. 
He referred to Hale several times 


subsequently and In the meanwhile I 
had ascertained that the man In ques- 
tion was the representative In Berlin 
of the Hearst newspapers and I sub- 
sequently learned that he hod pub- 
lished a book called "American Rights 
and British Pretensions at Sea," which 
explained at once to me why the kaiser 
was so enthusiastic about him.

<can munitions, the kaiser paid his re- 
spects to Mr. Schwab.

Emmanuel at the Front, Where 


He Lives Rugged Life 


of a Soldier.

An alliance with Republican France 


In the world war for Democracy Is per- 
fectly understandable to every citizen 
of the United States. In the case of 
our other chief Allies, however, there 
are still left some old-fashioned Amer- 
icans, fed on the king-halting school 
histories of a generation ago, who are 
a bit puzzled to find the country of 
George Washington lined up with the 
"king-ridden" nations of Europe. 


But the King of Italy Is not an *d- 


fashloned King at all. 
This view of Victor Emmanuel as a 


royal democrat Is strikingly Interpret- 
ed by Hamilton Holt, editor of The 
Independent, who has Just returned 
from Italy, where he had a most un- 
usual Interview with His Majesty. 


Mr. Holt went to Italy as the repre- 


'sentatlve of the Italy America So- 
ciety at the time of the celebration 
of the third anniversary of Italy's en- 
trance Into, the war. He was received 
;tn Rome with much ceremony.

He Is 
a man of simple and charming manner 
without pose, who has thrown himself 
heart and soul ijnto the cause of his 
country and Is Svorkihg for It nigh 
and day, as hard as any other person 
In Italy. But.he prefers to stay be- 
•hind the scenes while doing It." 


A Hard-Worklno Monarch. . 


That this unceremonious reception o 


a representative of the American De 
mocracy wa» no pose for theatrical e 
feet is clearly evident from Mr. Holt 
report of what he observed and learn 
eel of the King's dally • routine. 
Th 


Monarch has selected this llttlfl villa 
for his headquarters on account of Its 
location In convenient reach of every 
part of the battle-line. Each morning 
'he rises early, eats a simple breakfast, 
has a light luncheon put up for him, 
gets into his automobile and spends 
the day visiting some point on the 
line, conferring with the officers and 
talking with the soldiers, learning 
their needs first hand and Inspiring 
them by his presence and his counsel. 
At night he studies the plans of battle 
for the following day and never retires 
without sending a letter to his family, 
to whom he is passionately devoted. 


He hns made observations of the 


battlefield from dirigibles and aero- 
planes. At one time in 1915 he climb- 
ed to the snow-covered crest of Rauch- 
koel Mountains when the temperature 
was below zero In order that he might 
congratulate the Alpine troops who 
had just captured several Austrian po- 
sitions.Experience* Under Fire. 


"In the course of our conversation," 


said Mr. Holt, "he gave me a graphic 
description of 'his experience in one 
town near the frontier. The Austrlans 
discovered his presence in the town 
and began bombarding It. The King 
immediately withdrew from the town 
in order that, as he told me, he might 
not unnecessarily imperil the resi- 
dents. What he did not tell me was 
that he departed from the town open- 
ly, for he was evidently much more 
concerned for the safety of the people 
than he was over the peril of his own 
life."He is very much interested In the 
mechanics of warfare. He described 
graphically the barrage drill of the 
Italian troops as he had witnessed It 


"He showed me with great glee a 


German cross from a captured air- 
plane he had framed and hung on the 
wall of his room. He described the 
different designs he had seen painted 
on German planes and was particular- 
ly amused at one which had the design 
of a Teddy Bear." 


His Democratic Traditions. 


The King's ability to play his pres- 


ent role is the result both of his dem* 
cratic inheritance from his Savoy an- 
cestors and his Spartan upbringing. 
He was tutored by a stern, old army 
colonel, who, at the direction of the 
boy's royal father, treated him In ev- 
ery way like the son of a private cltl» 
•/.en. 
He has ever since preferred 


simple, rigorous living. Hunting and 
mountain climbing are among his fa- 
vorite pastimes. 
"What did he have to say abont th« 


political and military situation?" I 
asked. 


"You must remember," Mr. Holt re- 


plied, "that one cannot quote a King 
directly. While we discussed various 
phases of the situation very freely, I

"One hundred million dollars.!" the 


kaiser repeated, and then after a mo- 
ment's reflection, as though he had 
jeen turning over some flg*tes in his 
mind, "No, Davis, it will cost much 
more than that to get Belgium back!" 


It occurred to me that if the kaiser 


really meant what he said on that oc- 
casion, all his talk about "peace with- 
out annexation" was obviously a myth 
and that the only hope of Belgium's 
redemption lay In the military defeat 
of Prussia. Subsequent developments 
amply confirmed that view. 


In the winter of 1916, we were talk- 


ing of the sentiment in America and 
the conversation turned to Von Berns- 
torff. 


"Von Bernstorff has been doing very 


good work, In your country," the tolser 
commented. 
"Well, your majesty," I replied, "it Is 


said In America that if he had not been 
such a clever diplomat he would long 
ago have been compelled to leave." 


"From all I hear," the kaiser said, 


"he hasn't had a very easy time of It.

It was only a shert 
time afterwards that the king abdicat- 
ed and revealed unmistakably which 
papers had correctly interpreted the 
trend of Grecian politics. 


The kaiser spoke to me many nines 


about the writings of William Bayard 
| Hale. 
"Have you been following Hale's ar- 


ticles?" he inquired. "What he Is 
writing about the war is excellent and 
Is really-the best material published. 
He voices my sentiments exactly, and 
it would be well for every American to 
follow this writer's work." 


I had to confess that there was one 


American at least who was not only 
not following Hale's writings, but had 
never heard of the writer, and the 
kaiser seemed to be somewhat dis- 
pleased. 
He referred to Hale several times 


subsequently and In the meanwhile I 
had ascertained that the man In ques- 
tion was the representative In Berlin 
of the Hearst newspapers and I sub- 
sequently learned that he hod pub- 
lished a book called "American Rights 
and British Pretensions at Sea," which 
explained at once to me why the kaiser 
was so enthusiastic about him.

<can munitions, the kaiser paid his re- 
spects to Mr. Schwab.
